Starting in Illinois, the seeker for 
enlightenment found in the Mon- 
mouth-—Galesburg sector of the corn 
belt that tenantry had grown to 
the 50 per cent mark. Some au- 
thorities placed it at 60 per cent. 
They attributed it to the high price 
of.land, $360 to $450 an acre and 
even higher. But they testified that 
satisfaction reigned on the part of 
the tenants largely because most of 
the rentals are on the half-and-half 
basis. 

ABSENT TREATMENT

ers perhaps, is growing, but the num- 
ber of hired men who become own- 
ers is growing still faster.

Where land is 
cheaper ownership is easier to ac- 
quire. 

In some communities, such as Fre- 
mont, Neb.. where land is high, we 
find some tenants have banked 
enough to start paying for high- 
priced farms of their own. Much 
depends on management. 

Many prosperous farmers as their 
hank accounts greW, have been buy- 
ing farme for their sons, which is 
not actual! tenantry. 

In Kansas and Nebraska during 
the last two years, thousands of 
farmers. according to State authori- 
tles have turned over their farms 
to their sons on their discharge from 
service on a fifty-fifty baste.

bill swordfish. It is a hard game 
running fifty to seventy-five miles a 
day, perched on top of a rocking 
boat, peering over the water for the 
dark sickle-shaped fins that afford 
such a thrilling sight to a sea 
angler. 
Sun and wind and glare and heat 
—they hurt the eyes and burn the 
kin and crack the lips. Day after 
day this becomes at times almost un- 
endurable. Yet it is only one and 
the least of the obstacles to overcome 
in catching a big broadbill. The 
hardships and difficulties are what 
put broadbill swordfishing in a class 
by itself—in my opinion the supreme 
test of an angler’s determination, 
endurance, strength and skill. 

So far this season I have been out- 
witted and beaten by nine swordfish. 
My battle with hooked fish have 
ranged Th. 36m., 6h. 15m., Ih. 25m., 
ih. 6m., 45m., 35m., 10m., and the 
remaining two fish parted company 
with me in a few moments. 

Five of these sword&sh broke my 
line and. the others threw the hooks. 
I have hooked nine fish out of 
eleven strikes. My brother, R. C., 

has hooked two swordfish, one of 
which he fought for six hours and 
lost, and the second one broke his 
line on the strike. 

Not an easy matter is it for an 
angler to come home to Avalon after 
such experiences and keep his mouth 
shut. Perhaps that would be the 
wisest way. But I cannot do it. I 
have to tell my experiences, partly 
because I am irrepressible and part- 
ly because I want to share my 
troubles and my joys. What makes 
such confidences rather unprofitable 
is the fact that so many listeners 
look skeptical. 

But even an unlucky fisherman 
like myself cannot forever have bad 
On the 2ist I had another 
story to tell. 

We sighted a big broadbill, cir- 
cled him with a barracuda bait, and 
on the first pass he took it. I 


hooked this fellow. The hook 
stayed in him and n ng broke. He 
was a surface fighter, making us 


chase him all over the ocean. He 
would run a hundred yards one way 
and when we caught up with him 
and I got back the line, he would 
run some other way. 

In the next hour I fought him 
hard, pulling him near enough for 
Capt. Boerstler to gaff. He lunged 
and straightened out that gaff. The 
run he made then seemed to be his 
farewell stunt, but wonderful to 
relate, @othing broke, and again we 
caught up with him. Perhaps in 
half an hour I got him near the 
boat again. 

This time he took gaff and gaff- 
rope, and almost took Capt Boerst- 
ler also. My boatman had nerve to 
gaff that fish, wagging his sword not 
six feet from us, and looking as if 
he meant to ram the beat. 

I had stood up to throw off my 
drag and be ready for anything. 80 
I could see plainiy. The fish was 
close and a few inches of his dorsal 
fin showed above the surface. He 
looked fierce, but apparently not 80 
very large. He made a tremendous 
lash, deluging us with water. 
Then he took the longest and hard- 
est run of the fight. I gave him up 
a thousand times! But he stayed 
on! After that we chased him 
mites, it seemed to me. 

We could see the gaff rope shin- 
ing behind him. Next he went down 
and down, 600 feet. When he 
stopped my labors increased. He 
seemed anchored solid. 
inch, foot by foot, I pumped him up, 
and in perhaps half an hour of very 
work I brought him again to 
gam. This. time Capt. Boerstiler 
held him. 

But not till I had lassoed his big 
tall did I let outa yell. Then my 
boatman left me standing there 
while he nearly broke his neck to 
put up his swordfish flag. It was 
funny, and certainly excusable. But 
every moment I expected that 
broadbill to wake up and pull away 
from me. We could not lift him 
aboard. and it took four hours to 
tow him to Avalon.

EXPLORER AMONG MAN-EAT- 

ING NEW GUINEA TRIBES 
J TELIS OF EXPERIENCES.

In the Occident or the Orient the 
reply to the much-asked question is 
the same, according to William F.

The Sinn Fein’s reign of terror in Ire 
land increases rather than diminishes. “It's 
the most unhappy country that has ever 
been seen,” is a phrase as applicable to 
the island today as it was when first writ- 
tem many years ago. Assassinations. of 
prominent men continue; raiders are busy 
carrying out their leaders’ Instructions to 
burn and destroy; and to cap it all an 
economic war has been started to coerce 

Thus far Premier Lioyd George, the man 
who displayed the iron hand in the war 
against Germany, has shown a lamentable 
want of firmness in dealing with the re- 
bellion against bis governmen:. If he is 
unable to rise to the needs of the hour 
Ireland may yet prove his political grave, 
just as it has been the tomb of ap many 
statesmen before him. ii 

The fact that the Britis) Premier hesi 
tates to use strong measures in putting 
down the Sinn Fein uprising is an encour 
agement to “President” De Vaiera and his 
followers to 80 to extreme lengths in their 
offorts to set wp af ind pendent govern- 
ment in Dublin. 

Lloyd George informed «a deputation of 
Unionist peers and members of the British 
House of Commons who discussed the Irish 
plot with him that it is dimicult to find the 
necessary troops and officers to carry out 
a military policy against the Sinn Feiners 
That excuse sounds puerile when one re- 
members what the Britisbers did in the 
war to combat German world domination 
The truth is, LAoyd George's past rises up 
against him to stay his hand in taking 
strong measures—the only possible meas- 
ures to bring success—-to quell the Sinn 
Feiners. The ghost of old speeches, made 
when he was founger and more headstrong, 
stands between him and Dublin. He is 
afraid of that ghost and so he temporizes 
while things go from bad to worse in the 
Emerald Isle. 

The deputation of influential British lead- 
ers Which sought to put more steel into 
Lloyd George's back emphasized that the 
Sinn Fein conspiracy is part of a great 
world-wide plot “in which Bolshevism and 
German revenge are piaying an active part 
aiming at the destruction of Great Britain.” 
This may sound far-fetched. It does, in- 
deed, seem an exaggerated point in view. 
But it is held by men on the spot who 
have a far better knowledge of the sinister 
influences at work than we can possibly 
have in this peaceful California, 6000 miles 
away from the scene of turmoil. 

Ready admission was made by the Brit. 
ish Premier that Bolshevist support is be- 
hind anti-British activities in Ireland. Yet 
he announced no intention to wipe out 
those dangerous influences, but petulantly 
expressed disappointment that the deputa- 
tion had failed to suggest ;-ossible remedies 
for the situation. What childish querulous- 
ness is this, to come from the head of a 
mighty government! The people look to 
the head of the administration to provide 
remedies and to put down reDels. 

Lloyd George's whole attitude toward the 
Sinn Feiners suggests that he is losing his 
grip. The temporizer of tcday is not the 
man who, in the dark hours of the war for 
the Allies, rose to such splendid heights. 
England today needs a Cromwell who wil! 
restore order in Ireland by Cromwellian 
methods. The Irish in the rebellion of 
1641 were as cruel as the brutal Sinn Fein 
ers of today. Cromwell used severe tactics 
to reduce the islanders to submission. but 
he justified himself by saving that the se. 
verity was necessary on military and po- 
litieal grounds in that it “would tend to 
prevent the effusion of blood for the fu 
ture.” Lloyd George has an excellent ex. 
ample before him in the great leader of the 
Ironsides.

However greatly delegates and 


-Bpectators at the recent California 


convention may disagree as to 
planks and candidates, they hang 
nebly together on one important 
proposition, namely, that the cost of 
living in the Far West is lower 
thag in eastern and middle western 
centers of production. Had such 
testimony not been so nearly una 
mous, the stay-at-home might be in- 
ciined to believe that it was mere 
native-son propaganda, no 
be taken seriously than a Califor- 
nian estimate of the average year. 
ly reinfali in his State. Coming 
many persons of unquestion. 
able veracity, and in no way con- 
nected with the »boost-California 
movement, the report must be ac- 
cepted. Living costs are lower in 
San Francisco, some thousands of 
miles from the great industrial and 
producing centers, than in the heart 
of the country. 

The condition is one to confoun/ 
and defy the economist. Why should 
living costs be cheaper in that sec- 
tion farthest removed from the im 
portant centers of industrial and ag- 
ricultural production where much of 
what is consumed must be imported 
at great expense from the interior’ 
In theory prices in such à region 
should be measurably higher. 
theory seemed to work well enough 
in the old days. Those who knew 
San Francisco before the war knew 
that prices there were more than a 
nctch higher than in Indianapolis 
or other middle western or eastern 
cities. Six or seven vears go when 
ev.gs were selling in Indianapolis for 
30 cents a dozen and butter for 25 
cents or less a pound, the same 
commodities in San Francisco 
brougnt 80 and 90 cents, respective. 
ly. Other prices were scaled ac- 
cerdingly. 

The Far West, particularly San 
Francisco, was known in those days 
as the plece of high prices, for 
which native or visitor Was sup 
posed to be compensated by hich 
wages and climate. The climate. 
presumably, has not been changed 
It is the same old sun, the same 
balmy air that warms and stirs the 
oranges and causes the delicate ce- 
ranium of the Eas’ to bloom like 
a dandelion in California yards. The 
visitor in California, or the immi- 
rant. can enioy the manifold bless 
ings of the same old climate at less 
than the pré-war price Lucky the 
Dative son! A Congressional inves- 
tigation should be instituted to dis 
cover. if possible, the secret of the 
Californian's happy situation in re- 
spect to prices. It may be that, after 
all, there is a trick in it somewhere.

Twelve New Type Safety Cars 
for Crown Hill Today. 


More Frequent Schedule Now 
Than With Old Style. 


Folding Steps Cut Chances of 
Serious Accident. 


Twelve of the new steel one-man 
safety electric cars will be put into 
servies today on the Los Angoles- 
Crown Hill-Angeleno Heigts line of 
the Los Angeles Railway, replacing 
the nine cars which have been Kept | 
on that run of late. 

The new type of car, already in 
service in scores of cities in the 
United States. is so devised me- 
chanically that chances for acci- 
dents have been reduced to a mini- 
mum. The one door, which is at 
the front, cannot be opened when 
the car is in motion, and always 
opens when the car stops. The 
steps fold up when the car is about 
to stop and these two features make 
it impossible for anyone to either 
attempt to leave or board the car 
except when it ie at a standstill. 

An interoperation of the speed 
handle and the orakes brings the 
car quickly to a stop at any time 
the motorman’s hand is removed 
from the control. This device is 
called “the dead man's handle,“ and 
aegures for the car should 
the motorman faint or become in- 
capacitated in any way. 

As passengers boar dthe new cars 
they will see this placard above the 

of the motorman-conductor: 

“This car is operated by William 
L. Smith” (or whatever the train- 
man's name may he.)

Open-air camp for its under-par 
children. It is the people's splendid 
gift to the little citizens. 

The Los Angeles Tuberculosis As- 
sociation has been the power that 
has made this great achievement 
possible. The imperative need of 
preventive measures was the goad 
that pricked this organizdtion into 
action. It realized that thousands 
of sufferers have come and thou- 
sands more will come to California 
to heal their aching throats and tor- 
tured lungs. Those now here scat- 
ter their deadly germs on our 
streets—germs that are dried by the 
sun and wind and are being breathed 
into the nestriis; that are being ab- 
sorbed m open wounds until an 
otherwise healthy body is hopelessly 
infected.

briel Canyon property. A lease was 
signed by the joint ownership of the 
U. 8. Forest Service and the South- 
ern California Edison Company by 
which the Los Angeles Tuberculosis 
Association acquired ten acres. 
Two acres are to be devoted to 
buildings and the playground and 
the balance to fruit and truck gar- 
dening, which will give the children 
a chance to get back to the soll and 
learn how to cultivate the ground 
scientifically. 

From a scenic standpoint it is a 
perfect location having an altitude 
of 1100 feet. One of its greatest as- 
sets is a gyove of live oaks that 
makes the playground cool and 
shady. The buildings have a setting 
in a great semicircle facing the San 
Gabriel Mountains. 

QUICK TRANSFORMATION. 

The lease was signed less than a 
month ago and there has been a 
marvelous transformation in the old 
camp, which was formally close to 
the road. The nurses’ quarters, of- 
fice, sleeping tents and hospital were 
moved 150 feet back. The site was 
cleared for two big bulldings—« 
mess hall and a dormitory; a fire- 
break established to protect the 
camp, the plunge rehabiliated, 
poison ivy uprooted and other steps 
taken for the health and happiness 
of the children. The administration 
building, pleasure pavilion, kitchen 
and dining-room are to be wrecked 
and rebuilt. 

But the best thing is the big, airy 
dormitory with seventy-five beds, 
and the service building with mess 
hall accommodations for 150 chil- 
Aren. It is also equipped with «a 
breakfast room for twenty-five win- 
ter guests. Eventually, the camp 
will be open all the year, but at pres- 
ent it will be operated during the 
summer vacation—for the boys in 
July and the girls in August. The 
association also plans to establish a 
school throughout the year which 
will give the children educational 
advantages. 

The association has established a 
refrigerating plant, which cuts the 
cost of ice. The water has been 
tested and O.K.'d by the State Lab- 
ratory at Berkeley. The buildings 
have been approved by the Califor- 
nia State Board of Health and the 
Bureau of Sanitary Engineering. 
All plumbing has been installed ac- 
cording to the requirements of the 
laws of Los Angeles; the cesspools 
have been approved in size and con- 
struction by City Engineer Knowl- 
ton. The plunge is approved by the 
State Board of Health and the 
United States Forest Service has set 
its seal upon the general sanitation 
of the camp. Every building is y- 
proof and the regulation army cots 
are used. 

The fame of the four years’ work 
has attracted the attention of serv- 
ice workers all over the United 
States and investigators from New 
York and other eastern cities have 
signified their intention to visit the 
camp officially. 

The service building, with its per- 
fect kitchen and dining-room, is the 
gift of the County Board of Super- 
visors, which, in 1919, made an ap- 
propriation of $5000. The plans 
were scrutinized by Supervisor 
Bean, who has given the entire proj- 
ect his personal attention. In fact, 
this monument to child welfare 
work is an important feature in the 
work of the present board.

NEW YORK, July 31.—It is my 
opinion that this country will one 


day have an association of concert 
managers likely to wield a large 
power in music's behalf. I mean, 
when I say ‘“cuncert managers,” 
these whe reside in the various 
cities and who cater direct to the 
many publics in which they reside. 
I attended in Chicago, a few days 
ago, the convention of the National 
Concert Managers’ Association, and 
I was impressed. In all truthful- 
ness I cannot— much as 1 should 
like to do tate that the organ- 
ization is as yet a “going one” in the 
strictest sense, or that it has hit its 
stride. It is a ‘new affair ‘(being 
barely more than a year old) and 
has not had time to get fairly 
started. And here seems to be a 
deal of feeling“ for the right thinas 
to do; much individual effort in be- 
half of the individual making it. and 
me broad policies quite agreed on 
and laid down. 

What appears most encouraging, 
however, is the intelligence shownt 
by these men and women from every 
section of the country. They rep- 
resent what is now an enormous in- 
dustry; and I couldn't refrain from 
considering, as I watched them in the 
assembly room of @ new and popti- 
lar north shore Chicago hotel, now 
very prosperous they all looked, In 
point of fact, they are proeperons: 
the “local” concert manager who 
hasn't made money in the last few 
years has either been unfortunate or 
asleep. 

The “sessions” were spirited at- 
fairs: much arguing as to whether 
the music clubs (which outnumber 
the “local” concert managers twenty 
to one) should be admitted to mem- 
bership. and how best to get the 
fairest treatmei possible from the 
“wholesale” managers „those 
who control the artists and musical 
organizations and “sell” them to the 
“local” managers, the music clubs, 
and whoever else ig ready to pay the 
still risica@ fees. 

“WHOLESALERS” LAY WATTING. 

Quite a number of these “whole- 
ale managers’ were Waiting on the 
outskirts of the sessions to pick up 
a few crumbs that might be dropped 
in the form of contracts. The one 
who has Anna Paviowa for the com- 
ine season seemed) to be the hunted 
ond instead cf the hunter. His 
rame is lortune Gallo, and he was 
sought on all sides to say “vas to 
those conqert managers who want to 
sign up the fncomparable Anna for 
at least one appearance. 

In my opinion it is only a matter 
of a relatively short time before the 
“retailers” and the “wholesalers” of 
human musical merchandise will 
have reached a common ground of 
understanding not remote from 
that which prevails the commer- 
cial world. Buying and selling musi- 
eal artists i= different from almost 
every other business, and it has its 
“angles” nevertheless there 
are several pertinent “buts” affecting 
the methods of some of the whole- 
sale managers which conld be 
changed to the advantage of the in- 
dustry as a whole. And I predict 
that these changes—which will like- 
Wise be advantageous to the general 


Of course, the National Conrert 
Managers’ Association cannot hope 
to do as much with the small mem- 
bership it now has as it may do 
when the total is materially § in- 
creased. For there can be no doubt 
that when several hundred local 
managers are finally united in ask- 
ine the acceptance af constructive 
policies that the wholesale manager 
will “listen.” 

It is a strange situation. much of 
the trouble originating with the art- 
ists tf distinguished reputation be- 
cause they won't accept an engage- 
ment withont the huge fees they 
cannot draw into the box office. Thus 
handicapped, even before they be- 
gin, the wholesale managers who 
represent these artists are compelled 
to charge exorbitant sums to the re- 
tail managers, who in turn must ask 
the public to pay. 

There won't be a remedy in a ‘Yong 
time, but there will be a gradual im- 
provement n the concert-managing 
buviness out of which we all are to 
benefit. 

ONORING AMERICAN. 

One the most significant occur- 
rences to add further to the increas- 
ing importance of Americans in mu- 
sic is the invitation just issued to 
Henry Hadley to become associate 
conductor to Josef Stransky in this 
coming season's Philharmonic Or- 
chestra concerts, It ia the first time 
in our musical history that an 
American sympltiony orchestra of the 
highest rank has created the post 
of “associate” conductor; we have 
had assistant conductors (Fred 
Stock was Theodore Thomas's as- 
sistant before he graduated to the 
conductorship made vacant by 
Thomas's death, but never an a8 
soclate whe ranked but very little 
lower than the conductor himself.

Books and Criticism Will Not 
Teach You the Came.

NEW YORK, July 30.—Thou- 
sand@ and thousands of words have 


been written on “How to Play 
Golf,” always beginning with in- 
struction® as to stance or manner 


of addressing the ball, and carry- 
ing on until theoretical perfection is 
reached. 

You may read all the golf books 
that ever were printed: you may 
have at the tip of your tongue an 
apt criticiem of every stroke that a 
golf beginner may make: but if you 
do not pructiee the game long and 
earnestly you need never expoct to 
get the satisfaction it is capable of 
giving you. That is to say-—you 
need never expect to play golf well 
unless you go at i practicaliy 

BEST ADVICT. 

The best thing a beginner can 
do to start himself on the high 
road to successful golfing is to try 
to find a good professional who fits 
him. By that I mean the begin- 
ner must seek as a teacher a man 
of his own type. The reason for 
it can be clearly explained. This 
ie why: 

A beginner will want to be like 
his teachem He will look to the 
professional as a standard af per- 
fection and will try to come wp, 
or rather, come down to that stand- 
ard. He will imitate. He may be 
unconscious of the fact that he does 
imitate. But he does, and he ought 
to, for that is why he places him- 
self in the profeesional’s care-—to 
be taught the practical along with 
the theoretical golf that the pro- 
fessional knows. And that is why 
I say the beginner and the inapt 
golfer, too, should seek for physical 
prototypes to teach them the game. 
It is better for a small man to learn 
it from a man his size and for a 
tall man to seek out a tall profes- 
sional, though it is not imperative. 

QUITE A DIFFERENCE. 

A fat pupil could never attain 
the body twist that makes the 
ewing and the drive for the slender 


teacher. 

If you are ambitious to be a 
sound golf player rather than a 
brilliant and perhaps erratic one. 
then it ise well to early learn the 
lesson of playing the game. Don't 
start out by playing your opponent. 
But play golf. Because the other 
side is a stroke ahead it is very un- 
wise to try to sink a putt from 
somewhere in the fairway. Go 
through with your approach shot 
and be content to run down for 
your par. Give the other side the 
chance to make mistakes. It e not 
gameness to take a big chance be- 
fore you really need it; it is foolish- 
ness, Caution is as surely a part 
of the game as is accuracy. 

Enough has been written, since 
the beginning of golf about the re- 
spective merits of grips, of the 
over-lapping grip, the interlocking 
grip, the grip in which you hold 
the shaft part ith the palm and 
partly with fingers and “thé 
clutch that points your knuckles 
downward—to convince any reason- 
abiv weak and yielding man that 
each method best. 

OWN PREFERENCE. 


Each of these particular grips 
as some advogate or other who 
has been more or less successful in 
the practice of it. I, of course, have 
my own preference and recommend 
it to beginners because 1 have 
found it successful. 

I say, grip the shaft hich with 
the fingers of your left hand, point- 
ing the knuckles in the direction 
of your drive. Bring your right hand 
closely up under your left, but not 
so tightly as to in any way, impede 
the smooth arc of your swing. Aft- 
er you have determined upon your 
grip and have feat ned the easy, 
supple swing. then depend upon 
your instructor to tell you what 
to do with them. 

UNLEARN THINGS, 


Just as surely as you start out to 
learn golf practically, you are 
going to find it necessary to un- 
‘learn various things. In your pur- 
‘suit of a “bogey” knowledge of golf 
—pure and isolated theory——-you 
are sure to have moments when 
you actually think yourself able to 
carry through certain strokes. You 
will believe that you have mas 
tered something and will have 
fixed in your mind the exact meth- 
od of it. 

When you decide to take up golf 
practically, you have sdmething 
that persists in going along with 
you. and that is that preconceived 
iden. It may be quite all right. 
But the odds are That you will have 
to lose it somewhere on the course. 
The nearer the first tee the better! 

Practice does not always make 
perfect. It might do so if life were 
‘long enough. it does start you on 
the way to perfection; it is platt 
tudinary to say that vou cant ex- 
pet to hole“ perfection unless you 
make an “approach shot.”

ABOUT DRIVING. 


Don’t Grip Wheel Like It Was 
Trying to Escape. 


Watching Clutch While Shift- 
ing is Dangerous Habit. 


4 Bad Skid. 


To begin with, many, perhaps a 
majority of drivers grip the 


effective way. Many of them hold 
both hands at the bottom of the 


exert little force in case of. sudden 
emergency. Other drivers have a 
trick of constantly shifting their 
hands and still others have various 
persona! habits of hand holding that 
do not give maximum control. 
PROPER METHOD. 

The proper way to grip the wheel 
is with the hands so placed that 
they make twenty minutes after ten, 
assuming for the minute that the 
wheel is the face of the clock. The 


hour and t right the minutes. 

On the few cars that have right- 
hand steering the position would be 
reversed. This position allows one 
hand to control the wheel while the 
other is being used to shjft gears, 
apply the brakes or for any othe 
purposes. 

Many new drivers make a practice 
of looking downward when they are 
trying to shift gears. is quite 
wrong, the eyes should on the 
road ahead. It is due probably to 
nervousness because of uncertainty 
as to whether the engine speed has 
been rightly uged. Looking down 
doesn't help the operation at all and 
ro 


THIS IS WRONG. 

Many drivers in shifting from first 
to second do so with a quick pull of 
the lever. It is very much better 
to make the shift slowly: then if the 
gears clash the lever may be moved 
to obviate the trouble. 
hand, with a quick shift, — may 
be done without time to avoid it. 

The new driver should try various 
engine speeds making the shifts 
slowly and very soon there will come 
an almost instinctive uging of the 
speed and there will be no further 
trouble in making the changes. Very 


shift from one gear to another with- 
out even releasing the clutch, the 
relation between engine and shaft 
speed having been accurately es- 
timated. 
STOPPING THE CAR. 

It seems that the first lesson that 
should be learned in driving is how 
to stop the car. This may seem like 
putting the cart before the horse, 
but the nature of the motor car 
and the state of modern highway 
traffic make it imperative that the 
driver be able to stop his vehicle 
instantly and within the shortgst 
possible space, and the welfare of 
the car demands that he be able te 
st it with the least injury possible. 

e usual method of stopping the 
car is to throw out the ¢lutch 15 
apply the brake. This is very well 
in an emergency, but ite effect on 
the mechanism of the car when —

POOREST WAY. 

The proper way to make a stop un- 
der ordinary cirmustances, when 
plenty of time is available, is to be- 
gin reducing speed from a point fifty 
feet or more from the place where 
the stop is to be m Then the 
car will roll up to tire vpins place 
without need brutal brake ap- 
plication. When t brakes are 
jammed on not only the lining of 
the brake bands likely to be dam 
aged, but the jolt is certainly not 
good for the rest of the mechanism, 
and the tires probably will be slid 
alone the ground, to their decided 
detriment. 

It in a good plan when the brakes 
are used to apply them and release 
them alternately, allowing the 
clutch to remain in engag@ment 
meanwhile. Ags the car draws near 
the stopping place release the 
clutch. This method of applying 
and releasing the brakes is prac- 
tised by locomotive engineers, and it 
in more effective thag jamming 
down and holding. 

DREAD SKIDDING. 

Most motor car drivers have a hor- 
ror of skidding, and in truth the ex- 
perience is not a pleasant one. The 
best cure for the trouble is care be- 
forehand. If the brakes are ac-

This may cause the rear 
wheels to spin, but it tends to right 
the cnr.

a time when the end of orders has 
even been within striking distance.

Successfully completing the first 

half of a double transcontinental 
trip, James Cromie of El Centro, 
has just sent word of the arrival of 
his party at their former home at 
Pittsburg, Penn. In Mr. Cromie’s 
letter, interesting statements are 
made regarding the trip which was 
accomplished without mechanical 
trouble. 
“My car is a 1917 Hudson speed- 
ster.” stated Mr. Cromie, “weighing 
with its ordinary touring equipment 
$250 pounds. After we had the load 
with camp outfit and everything to 
make us comfortable on the route 
it weighed 5060 pounds. In spite of 
that load we never broke a leaf and 
the springs came back as soon as the 
load was taken off. 

“Another thing 1 am quite proud 
of is that I never lifted the hood on 
the entire journey exvept to put oil 
in the crank case. When I left El 
Centro my speedometer registered 
7215 miles and we traveled in cross- 
ing the country 8680 miles more. 

“We had no trouble in getting gas- 
oline, the lowest price being 24 cents 
and the highest 45 cents. I had no 
occasion to call on the extra tank o“ 
ten gallons which I ‘carried but 
which 1 considered nevertheless as 
a desirable safety feature for any- 
one making a transcontinenta) trip. 
My gasoline and ofl economy is so 
great that I believe when I return to 
Los Angeles I will have established 
a new eronomy record for transcon- 
tinental touring.”
